S. 
Crookshank today, "is briefly as fol­ 
lows: 
There are starving millions of 
people in Europe today and there is 
danger that we may yet lose the ends 
and purposes for which we entered the 
war. 
H unger is the greatest control­ 
ling force in th e world. 
“P resident 
Wilson 
says 
‘Hunger 
breeds anarchy.’ and it is true. 
Tne 
best, of us, if deprived of food for a 
sufficient length of time, will become 
lawless and tak e from our more for­ 
tunate neighbor food that is rightfully 
his. 
“Turmoil and strife prevail today in 
Russia, A ustria, Germany and other 
European countries. 
Why? 
Largely 
because the great masses 
in 
these 
countries have not sufficient food to 
eat. 
Governm ent in these countries 
can be stabilized only by furnishing 
their people sufficient food to satisfy 
their appetites, nourish their

The Woodmen

America Lodge 
will hold memorial services tonight 
for Henry Carrom the gallant 
Santa 
Ana man w ho laid down his life over 
there on October 12 for freedom of the 
world. 
The address will be made by 
Judge W H. Thomas. 
Carron's home was in South Dakota 
but he went to war from here, being a 
resident at the time of registration. 
He left here September 17. 1917. for 
j'l'o'l- Camp Lewis, later going to Camp Mer­ 
ritt and then overseas.

At a joint meeting of teachers and 
trustees, held en the reopening of 
school, the teachers unanimously ex­ 
pressed their willingness to make up 
all time possible, between now and 
the regular closing of school. 
Ordinarily, pupils get eight months 
and three weeks of schooling. 
The 
other week, teachers attend institute. 
By teaching the day after Thanksgiv­ 
ing, Institute week, Christmas week, 
and, if necessary, spring vacation, the 
children will receive one more day’s 
schooling than in a usual school year. 
By following this plan, which was ful­ 
ly discussed and agreed upon by the 
teachers, we feel that we will fully 
meet our obligations.
